Prorogation was expected on Thurs- 
day, but certainly will not be reached 
on that date and possibly not this 
week. The proposition to loan $2,000,- 
000 to the Moutreal harbor commis- 
sioners for improvement cf the harbor 
brought on a long -discussion. The 
question at issue is as to how the 
money is to be applied, and on this 
point the members of the government 
and their friends are not atone. As 
minister of public works in the gov- 
ernment which is advancing the loan, 
Hon Mr. Tarte claims the nght to 
say according to what plan the money 
shall be expended. A large part of 
the business interests of Montreal 
declare for a different plan. Mr. 
Tarte alleges that the business men’s 
plans are inadequate. They, through 
their mouthpiece, the good liberal 
Montreal Witness, declare that the 
minister's scheme is for private ad- 
vantage and would be a misuse of the 
money loaned. ‘There is no doubt 
that the present harbor facilities of 
Montreal are inadequate and that 
consequently the country is losing a 
jarge part of the export trade in its 
own grain, which finds the ocean at 
New York by way of the Erie canal. 
The country would ‘ho doubt be will- 
ing to loan the money needed to 
accommodate the trade, but people 
are somewhat confused by the views 
expressed of the rival schemes by 
their several partizans. 

When the franchise bill went to the 
senate that body made an amendment 
to it providing for an appeal in the 
preparation of voters’ lists to the 
county court judges in several of the 
provinces where such an appeal is not 
now allowed. This is the same 
amendment which was proposed in 
the commons by the leader of the 
opposition and was defeated on a 
party vote. An amendment made to 
any bill by the senate must be con- 
curred in by the commons, before 
itcan become law. If the commons 
refuses to concur the bill goes back 


i 


to the senate and if that body refuses | 
to withdraw its amendment the prac- | 
tical effect is to defeat the whole bill. | 


The question now is: What will the 
government ask the commons to do 
when the bill comes+*back from the 
senate with its amendment. The 
government having already taken a 
stand on this very point, .it can 
scarcely asx its followers to reverse 
the vot: they gave against the same 
amendment when proposed by the 
leader of the opposition. In other 
words th: commons may be expected 
to concur in the senate’s amendment. 
When the Uill goes back again to the 
senate fur «onsideration possibly the 
the senate may say: ‘We have 
made our most solemn demand for the 
right of appeal. It has been refused 
by the government. On them be the 
responsibility. We will withdraw our 
amendment.” In that case the bill 
will become law. It is more than 
likely, however, that having asserted 
the right of appeal they will refuse to 
withdraw from the position and will 
take the responsibility of indirectly 
defeating the whole bill rather than 
allow it to go through without appeal 
being provided for. They will no 
doubt be strengthened in this course 
by the fact that the lack of a right of 
appeal to a judge was the principal 
objection urgec by the liberals against 
the old franchise act. 


objection to the old act is just as 
sound an objection to the new one. 
Then comes in the question of the 
plebiscite, the bill regarding which 
provides that the vote shall be taken 
under the franchise act of 1898. If 
there is no franchise act of 98 there 
can be no vote this year. The pro- 
vision that the vote shall be taken 
under the franchise act of this year is 
justified on the ground that if it were 
to be taken under the present fran- 
chise act, either it would have to be 
on voters’ lists four years old and 
therefore out of date and essentially 
unfair, or the country would be put 
to the expense of getting out new lists 
at a cost cf about a million dollars, 
and with every opportunity allowed 
the interests having the most money 
behind it to manipulate the prepara- 
tion of the new lists in their own 
favor, or practically to win the elec- 
tion hefore the polls were opened.

The chief feature of yesterday’s 
proceedings was the debate on and 
passage of two resolutions relating to 
Manitoba. The first of these was to 
pay back to the fund held by the 
Dominion government on Manitoba 
debt account $267,000. When confed- 
eration took place the federal govern- 


|ment assumed the oustanding debts 


of all the provinces. When the pro- 
vince of Manitoba was organized it of 
course had no debt, and to place it 
on equal footing with the other pro- 
vinces whose debts had been assumed 
by the Dominion it was credited with 
a certain lump sum on which it re-

The province 
had no parliament buildings or gov- 
ernment house and had not the 
means to erect suitable structures.

The treasury now holds 
nearly half a million of dollars accru-_ 
ing from sates of school lands in Mani- 
toba, and the purport of the resolu- 
tion was to enable the government to 
pay over $300,000 of this amount to 
the province for school purposes. As 
money costs the government less 
than three per cent. and they are 
paying five per cent. to the province 
for the use of this money the federal 
treasury saves two per cent., yearly 
iaterest by masking the capital 
payment. 

The resolution was opposed strong- 
ly from the conservative side. Mr. 
LaRi-iere held that the capital should 
not be handed over without an 
arrangement as to a proper distribu- 
tion between Protestant and Catholic 
schools. Sometime the Manitoba 
minority might hope to have their 
rights recognized. When that day 
came the money which was supposed 
to have been held in trust for them 
would have ceased to be available if

the resolution carried. Borden, 
Halifax, said that the money was 
held in trust by the Dominion not 
merely for the present populaticn of 
Manitoba, but for the future popula- 
tion as well, and to hand over the 
principal now was to violate the trust. 


The minister of finance replied that 
the present education needs of the 
province were greater than they would 
be in the future when settlement be- 
came closer. It was necessary for a 
trustee while caring for the funds 
placed under his control, also to have 
same care for the interests of the 
person for whom the funds were held. 
Schools in Manitoba had largely in- 
creased and the proportion of govern- 
ment aid had thereby been decreased. 
Unless assistance from this fund, 
which was really money belonging to 
the province, were guaranteed, not 
only would the natural and desirable 
increase of schools be checked, but 
seme now in operation would have to 
be closed. Ifa breach of trust were 
being committed the former govern- 
ment had been equally guilty for on 
two previous occasions they had made 
similar advances from this fund. 
Although the propesed paymeut would 
to a large extent wipe out the amount 
now Sat the credit of the province on 
account of school land sales, there still 
remained about two million acres of 
land to be sold, which at the prices 
realized for those alrewy sold would 
realize about $14,000,000, so that 
there stil remained a very fair 
balance for the protection of future 
interests and to meet future- con- 
tingencies. 

An effort was made on the part of 
Quinn, of Montreal, and some other 
members, to dig up the school ques- 
tion in all its virulence on this ques- 
tion, but the effort failed and the 
reselvtion finally passed without a 
division. 

The senate’s amendment to the | 
franchise bill came up for concurrence. 

The solicitor.general moved that the 
amendment providing for an appeal 
to the county court judges on the pre- 
paration of voter's lists ia the pro- 
vinces of Manitoba, New Brxnswick 
and Nova Scotia be not concurred in 
because it would require cemplicated 
and expensive machinery and there- 
fore be subversive of the principle of 
the bill, and also because it “TJs in- 
consistent with the undoubted right | 
and privilege of this house to deter- 
mine the principles of the franchise 
under which its members are elected, 
and is the more unwarranted in that 
the country has emphatically pro- 
nounesd in favor of the principle 
of the bil.” | 

The bil incorporating the Western 


Alberis railway company (named 
changec from Alberta and Yukon 
Railway Co.) received its third read- 


ing. The charter covers the ground 
along the foot of the mountains from 
the boundary line to the North 
Saskatchewan. 

The extension of the Northwest 
Central railway charter for another 
year came up in committee of the 
whole and was talked out by Davis 
and Richardson, in the hope of com- 
pelling the company to construct 20 
miles of their line this season as re- 
quired by their present charter, amd 
as demanded by the settlers along the 
route. It will have one more chance 
to get through on Friday night, but 
unless the extension of time is drop- 
ped it will probably fail. 

Davis, Saskatchewan, drew atten- 
tion to the fact that the Manitoba 
Northwestern charter had lapsed by 
non compliance by the company with 
its terms and incidentally drew at- 
tien to the arrangement between the 

ompany and the government where- 
by the former are enabled to avoid 
taxation on their lands. 
the company’s lands are not patented 
to them they have hypothecated them 
to raise money. Mr. Davis instanced 
a case in which they had sold a Mr. 
McMurray a quarter section and been 
paid in full for it and owing to their 
Laval hypothecated the land Mr. 
McMurray had as yet been unable to 
secure his patent, although he kad 
completed his payments years agu.

GUARDING AGAINST ACCL 
DENTS. 


Our correspondent in the north 
writes: As there have been several 
slight accidents caused by the voy- 
ageurs not knowing the exact distance 
and location of the rapids when xear- 
ing them and as the shore is of such a 
bad character that several boats have 
been stove in by getting in too swift 
water and then trying to make the 
shore, it was generally conceded that 
something should be done to warn 
travellers before they reached the 
rapids. Numerous suggestions were 
made, but nothing done until a day or 
two ago when Mr. Brooke, formerly of 
the N. W. M. P., and Mr. Vaadin, of 
the same party, decided to do the 
work themselves and do it they did, 
making a most satisfactory and _praise- 
worthy job, by erecting a sign ata 
point above the rapids. After passing 
House river which runs in from the 
right hand side, about eight miles 
above the rapids, every man on board 
should be awake and attending strictly 
to business. Move along slowly and 
watch the right hand bank for a flag 
staff with a white canvass pennant 
underneath. This flag is a large sign 
board upon whizh Messrs. Brooke and 
Vaudin wrote ful! instructions as to 
approaching the rapids. The most 
important feature of the sign board is 
the direction on itto: “Stop here 
and walk dewn to the rapids proper 
and see for yourself. Make enquiries, 
and whatever you do don’t get it into 
your head that you can run them with- 
out close inspection for if you do yuu 
are likely to come to grief.” e
